Notes  to  Financial  Statements 


(1)  Accounting  Principles: 

Dues  - Dues  are  recorded  as  income  in  the  year  to  which  they  apply. 

Donations  - Donations  are  recorded  as  income  upon  receipt.  Donation 
income  excludes  contributions  of  material  to  the  NI  Library  and 
the  NI  Reference  Collection  (See  Note  7) . 

Inventories  - Inventories  are  carried  at  lower  of  cost  or  market 
on  a FIFO  basis. 

Separation  of  Funds  - In  late  1976,  the  Board  of  Governors  decided 
to  account  for  all  funds  separately  effective  January  1,  1977. 
Thus,  the  balance  sheets  prevented  showing  the  various  funds  as 
they  will  be  accounted  for  in  the  future.  A combined  income 
statement  is  presented  as  a restatememt  of  1976  transactions  was 
not  feasible.  The  funds  are  as  follows: 

(a)  General  Fund  - This  fund  will  handle  the  normal  operations 
of  the  organization,  including  the  NI  BULLETIN . 

(b)  Publications  Fund  - This  fund  will  handle  all  NI  publications, 
including  sales  and  publications  of  future  manuscripts. 

(c)  Life  Membership  Trust  Fund  - All  Life  Membership  payments 
(including  partial  payments)  will  be  placed  in  this  fund. 

All  monies  in  this  fund  will  be  placed  in  interest  bearing 
bank  accounts  or  certificates  of  deposit.  Income  of  this 
fund  will  be  used  to  pay  dues  of  life  members  to  the  general 
fund  at  regular  dues  rates.  The  funds  in  the  account  are 
restricted  and  not  available  for  any  purposes  other  than 
those  stated  above.  Upon  the  death  of  a life  member,  the 
principle  applicable  to  that  particular  member  will  be 
transfered  to  the  Permanent  & Memorial  Fund. 

(d)  Permanent  & Memorial  Fund  - All  contributions  to  this  account 
are  to  be  placed  in  interest  bearing  bank  accounts  or  cer- 
tificates of  deposit.  Each  year  the  interest  income  will  be 
transfered  to  the  General  Fund  to  be  used  in  the  general  op- 
ations  of  the  organization.  The  balance  of  the  fund  is 
restricted  and  not  available  for  any  other  use. 

(e)  Library  Fund  - This  fund  will  handle  all  business  of  the  NI 
Library  and  may  be  used  only  for  that  purpose. 

(f)  NI  Reference  Collection  Fund  - This  fund  will  handle  all 
business  of  the  NI  Reference  Collection.  Fund  balance  is 
restricted  and  may  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

(2)  General  Fund  cash  includes  $800  which  was  donated  to  be  used  speci- 
fically for  the  purchase  of  a typewriter  and  other  accessories 
necessary  to  publish  the  NI  BULLETIN . Subsequent  to  year-end, 

the  typewriter  and  accessories  were  purchased.  The  purchase 
utilized  substantially  all  of  the  $800  contribution. 

(3)  Life  Membership  certificate  of  deposit  is  for  six  years  (through 
December  1982)  and  bears  interest  at  7-1/2%.

Additional  credit  due  Mr.  Ariel  Berman  for  Jerusalem  exhibition 

In  my  haste  to  meet  your  deadline  I sent  the  notice  of  the  publication 
of  the  catalogue  of  the  exhibition  of  Islamic  coins  held  in  Jerusalem, 
edited  by  Dr.  Gabriel  Moriah  and  Ariel  Berman,  which  you  kindly  publish 
ed  in  your  April  issue  of  the  NI  BULLETIN.  Soon  after,  I realised  that 
I had  not  given  proper  space  in  the  review  to  the  vital  work  of  assemb- 
lage of  the  fine  exhibition  which  had  been  done  by  Ariel  Berman. 

The  success  of  the  exhibition  was  greatly  enhanced  by  the  enthusiasm 
and  industry  of  Mr.  Berman;  and  his  own  display  of  Mamluk  coins  of  the 
Bahri  and  Burdji  line  so  well  described  in  the  catalogue  (pages  83-109) 
is  of  great  importance.  Mr.  Berman  has  an  international  reputation  in 
this  field  of  research  and  his  work  in  re-attributions  and  additional 
material  related  to  Balog's  work  has  been  welcomed  by  all  scholars  and 
collectors  of  Islamic  coins.

JHABUA,  AGAIN 

by  Richard  K.  Bright,  Robesonia,  Pa.,  NI  #149 


The  late  Ray  Sweeny  had  a short  article  in  the  September  1976  issue 
of  this  bulletin  on  Jhabua  coins  and  in  the  succeeding  issue  appear- 
ed a letter  from  Dr.  P.  L.  Gupta  concerning  the  geography  and  history 
of  this  state.  The  only  other  written  reference  to  the  coins  of 
Jhabua  that  I'm  aware  of  is  in  an  article  by  S.  K.  Sharma  in  The 
Journal  of  the  Numismatic  Society  of  Madhya  Pradesh , Vol.  I (1974). 

Recently  there  has  come  into  the  country  a part  of  a hoard  of  coins 
from  this  state.  I have  had  the  opportunity  to  examine  several 
hundred  ofthese  coins  and  they  have  been  among  the  most  interesting 
and  certainly  the  most  frustrating  coins  that  I have  had  the  occasion 
to  study.  As  I understand  it,  a hoard  of  about  1450  coins  was  pur- 
chased from  a Jhabua  resident  by  a New  Delhi  dealer  and  then  further 
distributed  between  this  country  and  Europe.  From  my  observations 
I would  judge  that  less  than  40$  could  be  considered  collectible  due 
to  the  extensive  overstriking  which  occurred.  Considering  the  large 
number  of  types  included  and  the  fact  that  almost  all  of  the  extant 
Jhabuan  coins  are  said  to  be  a part  of  this  hoard,  the  number  of 
coins  of  this  state  available  to  collectors  is  definitely  limited. 

A couple  caveats  should  be  mentioned.  Firstly,  neither  of  the  two 
types  mentioned  in  the  Madhya  Pradesh  article,  types  D and  H,  are 
represented  in  this  hoard  which  seems  strange.  Secondly,  with  the 
publication  of  this  article,  collectors  may  find  coins  in  their 
collections  which  were  previously  misattributed  or  unattributed 
which  they  can  now  identify  as  being  from  Jhabua.  I previously  had 
a Type  F in  my  collection  which  I purchased  as  an  Afghanistan  copper. 

The  coins  are  almost  always  overstruck  on  earlier  issues  of  Jhabua 
or,  rarely,  on  coins  of  neighboring  states.  Many  were  overstruck 
three  of  more  times  which  accounts  for  the  large  number  of  unidenti- 
fiable and  uncollectable  pieces . Reportedly,  there  was  no  state 
mint  but  the  production  was  contracted  out  to  individuals  which 
could  account  for  the  large  number  of  types  struck  over  a relatively 
few  years  for  a small  state.  The  coinage  probably  started  about 
1857  and  definitely  ended  in  l88l. 

The  coins  are  either  undated  or  have  on  the  reverse  the  last  two 
digits  of  a Samvat  Era  date.  The  range  of  dates  observed  is  SE 
( 19)21-( 19)36  or  AD  1864-1879*  The  earlier  dated  coins  tend  to  be 
scarce  but  this  may  primarily  be  because  overstriking  has  obliter- 
ated the  dates  on  the  earlier  strikes. 

The  coins  range  between  15  and  26mm  in  diameter  and  weigh  9~H 
grams.  In  the  following  catalogue  I have  listed  the  coin  types  I 
have  observed;  the  coins  are  listed  according  to  the  last  identifi- 
able overstrike.  Possible  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  Types  A,  B, 
and  BB.  Types  A and  B are  listed  as  such  because  the  years  21  and 
22  respectively  are  so  prominently  displayed  and  it  was  impossible 
to  determine  what  the  obverse  design  paired  with  the  dated  reverses 
was  meant  to  be.  Type  BB  is  an  enigma  but  too  interesting  to  ex- 
clude. Because  of  the  garbled  nature  of  many  of  the  coins,  it 
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wasn't  always  possible  to  determine  what  obverse  and  reverse  were 
paired  together. 

I examined  1+00  of  these  coins  but  in  the  census  below  I have  includ- 
ed the  count  of  types  of  additional  coins  given  to  me  by  Scott  Semans 
and  Steve  Album  who  have  the  bulk  of  this  hoard.  I have,  with  a few 
noted  exceptions,  included  coins  by  type  based  on  the  last  identifi- 
able strike  even  though  previous  strikes  may  be  stronger  and  show 
more  of  the  die  designs.  While  they  are  as  fully  capable  as  I to 
attribute  by  type,  they  very  likely  used  different  criteria  in  their 
determinations  so  in  the  "No.  observed"  listing,  I have  included  the 
total  census  which  covers  about  850  coins  and  put  my  individual 
count  alongside  in  parentheses.  The  comments  that  follow  only 
apply  to  the  coins  I have  seen  except  for  the  scarcer  types  where 
I received  coins  from  Scott  and  Steve  for  study.

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COINS  OF  THE 
GERMAN  COLONIES: 
an  historical  overview 

by  W.  A.  Haskell,  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  NI  #1090 

Germany's  entry  into  the  race  for  overseas  colonies  came  late.  The 
fragmentation  of  the  Emperor  Charlemagne's  lands  east  of  the  Rhine 
following  the  Treaty  of  Verdun  in  81+3  was  complete.  Germany  was 
then  only  a geographic  expression  consisting  of  numerous  autonomous 
big  and  little  states.  This  was  climaxed  by  the  Thirty  Years  War, 
1618-1+8,  a religious  conflict  of  unprecedented  ferocity  which  total- 
ly devastated  Germany,  leaving  a virtually  unpeopled  desert.  At 
about  this  time  Germany  consisted  of  approximately  1, 800  individual 
states,  duchies,  dukedoms,  free  cities  and  kingdoms  some  with  a 
population  as  small  as  300  persons. 

Prussia  quickly  became  the  dominating  power  although  some  consolid- 
ation was  effected  during  the  Napoleonic  Wars.  Under  skillful  and 
astute  leadership  of  Prussian  Chancellor  Otto  von  Bismark  Germany 
was  welded  into  a unified  country  at  last  when  Wilhelm  I,  King  of 
Prussia,  was  crowned  Emperor  of  Germany  on  April  l4,  1871. 

German  overseas  expansion  followed,  at  first  rather  slowly,  but  the 
choice  colonial  areas  in  the  world  had  already  been  seized  largely 
by  France  and  Britain,  and  to  a lesser  extent  by  Holland  and  Belgium. 
Spain  and  Portugal,  the  indefatigable  explorers  and  conquerors  of 
an  earlier  age,  had  already  lost  their  major  colonial  holdings, 
mostly  in  the  New  World,  to  the  wave  of  independence  largely  sparked 
by  the  American  War  of  Independence. 

Germany  was  quite  literally  picking  up  scraps  of  unclaimed  lands, 
considerably  less  desirable  as  colonies,  that  France  and  Britain 
had  not  yet  seized.  Indeed,  Bismark  wasn't  particularly  interested 
in  overseas  expansion  and  did  little  to  encourage  it  or  the  obtain- 
ing of  Germany  colonies  during  his  tenure  as  Chancellor. 

GERMAN  EAST  AFRICA 

The  "Deutsch  Ostafrikansche  Gesellschaft",  or  German  East  Africa 
Company,  was  formed  and  through  various  treaties  with  local  chiefs 
was  able  to  establish  the  colony  of  German  East  Africa  with  its 
capital  at  Dar  es  Salaam  in  1884.  It  was  located  on  the  east  cen- 
tral coast  of  Africa  and  by  1914  consisted  of  an  area  of  about 
380,000  square  miles  and  a population  of  around  five  million  persons. 
The  Germany  East  Africa  Company  proceeded  to  develop  the  area  rapidly 
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especially  agriculturally.  Exports  of  cotton,  rubber,  coffee  and 
sisal  replaced  the  former  exports  of  slaves  and  ivory.  The  author- 
ities in  Berlin  eventually  saw  the  advantages  and  in  1891  it  was 
declared  a Protectorate  and  a colony  in  1897° 


During  this  period  of  the  administration  of  the  Germany  East  Africa 
Company,  coins  were  issued  utilizing  the  denomination  of  64  Pesa  (or 
Pice)  equaled  one  Rupie.  Coins  consisted  of  a copper  1 Pesa  issued  in

1890  thru  1892,  a l/b  and  l/2  Rupie  in  silver  with  the  uniformed 
helmeted  bust  of  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II  on  the  obverse  and  the  reverse 
with  shield,  lion,  palms,  date  and  the  inscription  DEUTSCH  OSTAERXK- 
AEISCHE  GESELLSCHAFT,  and  issued  from  1891  through  1901.  From  1890

to  1902  a similar  1 Rupie  piece  was  issued  followed  by  a 2 Rupien  in 
1893-94,  all  in  silver. 


Following  the  taking  over  of  the  territory  by  the  Imperial  Colonial 
Office  for  administration  a new  series  of  coins  were  struck  reflect- 
ing the  change.  By  1904  the  Imperial  crown  appeared  on  new  denomin- 
ations designated  in  1902  with  100  Heller  equalling  1 Rupie.

The  emperors  bust  remained  the  same  on  the  silver  coins  (no  2 Rupien 
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was  issued  in  the  new  series)  but  the  reverse  carried  the  value  and 
date  with  2 palm  branches. 

Minors  in  bronze  were  issued  with  a new  legend  DEUTSCH  OSTAFRIKA  in 
denominations  of  l/2,  1 and  5 Heller  pieces.  They  were  issued  be- 
tween 1904  and  1913  with  a crown,  undivided  date  and  the  legend  on 
the  obverse  with  the  reverse  having  the  value  in  a laurel  wreath. 

These  were  followed  by  5 and 
10  Heller  coins  struck  between 
1908  and  1914.  Copper-Nickel 
was  used  and  the  obverse  had 
a crown  and  divided  date  with 
the  legend  DEUTSCH  OSTAFRIKA. 
The  reverse  had  the  value  and 
two  laurel  wreaths.  They 
were  struck  on  a holed  planch- 
et. 

All  coins  were  struck  in  Europe  either  at  the  Berlin  mint  (Mintmark 
A)  or  the  Hamburg  mint  (Mintmark  j). 

When  World  War  I broke  out  the  colony  was  isolated  and  closely  block- 
ed by  the  allied  forces.  German  colonial  forces,  consisting  of  a 
mere  handful  of  Germans  and  native  askaris  led  by  the  indomitable 
Col.  Lettow-Vorbeck,  resisted  gallantly  and  skillfully  against  fan- 
tastic odds  for  four  long  years  and  did  not  lay  down  their  arms 
until  two  weeks  after  the  Armistice  in  Europe  in  1918. 

During  this  period  emergency  coinage  was  produced  at  the  provisional 
capital  of  Tabora  in  5 and  20  Heller  denominations  during  1916. 

Copper  and  brass  was  used  and  there  are  numerous  varieties  of  these 
rather  crudely  struck  coins  produced  under  the  almost  impossible 
circumstances  in  the  wilds  of  Africa.  The  main  varieties  stem  from

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differences  in  the  size  and  shape  of  the  crown  and  lettering.  A gold 

15  Rupien  was  also  struck  under 
similar  circumstances  which  has 
the  Imperial  eagle  on  the  obverse 
whereas  the  reverse  represents  a 
landscape  and  elephant  with  the 
date  below. 

All  except  the  latter  coin  are 
available  to  the  average  collector 
even  though  mintage  figures  were 
relatively  small,  except  perhaps 
the  emergency  coinage  of  1916  at  Tabora  when  a total  of  several 
million  have  been  reported.  However,  the  gold  15  Rupien  totalled 
less  than  20,000  pieces  with  two  minor  varieties  known.  These 
varieties  are  related  to  the  location  of  the  arabesque  as  to  the 
lettering.  This  coin  could  be  termed  rare  as  they  are  seldom  offer- 
ed for  sale.  Counterfeits  have  been  reported. 

Following  World  War  I most  of  the  colony  became  a trust  of  Great 
Britain  under  the  League  of  Nations  mandate  and  became  known  as 
Tanganyika.  It  became  fully  independent  on  December  9>  1961  and  in 
1964  merged  with  Zanzibar  to  become  the  United  Republic  of  Tanzania. 

GERMAN  NEW  GUINEA

In  1884,  the  "Deutsch  Neu  Guinea  Kompagnie",  or  German  New  Guinea 
Company,  was  able,  through  various  treaties  with  the  natives  to 
acquire  portions  of  the  huge  southwestern  Pacific  Island  of  New 
Guinea  which  they  had  called  Kaiser  Wilhelm  Land  and  the  Bismark 
Archipelago.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  while  Bismark  was 
Chancellor  he  had  generally  opposed  overseas  expansion  as  mentioned 
earlier.  However,  the  death  of  Kaiser  Wilhelm  I,  followed  within  a 
few  months  by  the  untimely  death  of  his  successor  Friedrich  III  in 
1888,  and  the  assumption  of  the  throne  by  Friedrich’s  son  Wilhelm 
II,  quickly  led  to  the  passing  of  Bismark’ s power  and  authority  and 
Wilhelm  II  pursued  overseas  expansion  vigorously.  In  addition  to 
the  acquisition  of  portions  of  New  Guinea  the  expansion  included  a 
number  of  other  Pacific  territories  such  as  Samoa,  the  Carolines  and 
Palau,  most  of  which  ultimately  were  seized  by  Japan  in  1914  when 
she  entered  the  war  against  Germany  and  to  be  used  as  bases  in  a 
later  warl 

The  administrative  pattern  of  East  Africa  was  largely  repeated  in 
German  New  Guinea.  The  Empire  took  over  the  administration  as  a 
protectorate  in  1889  and  expanded  it  to  include  the  Marshall  and 
Caroline  Islands  and  Palau. 

The  coinage  of  Germany  New  Guinea  was  issued  under  the  auspices  of 
the  "Neu-Guinea  Kompagnie"  and  all  were  so  marked.  German  denomin- 
ations were  used  of  100  Pfennig  equalling  1 Mark,  and  all  coins 
were  struck  at  the  Berlin  mint  with  the  "A"  mintmark. 

In  1894  a 1 and  2 New  Guinea  pfennig  were  struck  in  copper.  Two 
crossed  palm  leaves  below  NEW  GUINEA  C0MPAGNIE,  and  the  value  on 
the  reverse  with  NEU-GUINEA  and  the  date.  All  coins  were  dated 
1894  with  the  exception  of  a 10  and  20  New  Guinea  Mark  struck  in 
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2 Pfennig  I89U  (Y2)  10  Mark  1895  (y8) 


gold  and  dated  1895.  These  are  exceedingly  rare  indeed. 

Other  coins  in  the  series  included  a large  copper  10  Pfennig  hearing 
the  Bird  of  Paridise  on  the  reverse,  with  NEU  GUINEA.  COMPAGNIE, 
value  and  date  in  a palm  wreath.  Similar  types  of  l/2,  1,  2 and  5 
Mark  coins  were  struck  in  silver  and  are  scarce  or  rare  today  since 
mintage  was  small.  Apparently,  few  survived  and  the  period  of  cir- 
culation was  limited.

KIAUTSCHOU 


The  only  other  German  foreign  outpost  prior  to  World  War  I to  issue 
coins  was  the  leased  territory  of  Kiautschou.  Two  German  missionaries 
were  murdered  here  in  1897,  causing  Germany  to  occupy  Kiautschou  Bay. 
Subsequent  negotiations  with  the  Chinese  Government  led  to  a 99  year 
least  on  177  acres  of  land.  It  was  established  as  a free  port  in 
l899>  a naval  station  was  constructed  at  Tsingtau  to  support  the 
German  Far  East  Squadron,  later  to  meet  glory  at  the  battle  of  Cor- 
onel  and  final  defeat  in  the  Falkland  Islands  in  191^  under  the 
command  of  Admiral  von  Spee. 


The  "Deutsch-Asiatische  Bank"  established  a branch  office  at  Tsingtau 
and  issued  paper  currency  redeemable  "...at  its  offices  in  the  German 
Colony  Kiautschou  and  the  Chinese  Province  Shantung",  from  1907  to 
19  Ik. 


5 Cents  1909  (Yl) 


Two  coins  struck  in  Berlin  from 
copper-nickel  were  issued  in  1909. 
They  were  5 and  10  cent  denominations 
as  100  cents  equaled  one  dollar 
in  the  colony.  Although  mintage 
was  relatively  small  and  circulation 
quite  limited  these  coins  are 
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generally  available  to  the  average  collector  at  reasonable  prices. 
It  has  been  reported  a small  horde  was  subsequently  salvaged  from 
a German  blockade  runner  that  had  scuttled  herself  in  Guam  which 
may  have  added  to  the  availability  of  these  coins.  Each  has  an 
Imperial  eagle  on  an  anchor,  value  and  DEUTSCH  KIAUTSCHOU  GEBIET 
on  the  obverse  with  a Chinese  inscription  on  the  reverse.  The 
colony  was  seized  by  Japan  following  her  entry  into  World  War  I 
in  1914. 


Other  Colonies 


Other  German  colonies  such  as  Southwest  Africa,  Cameroons,  Togo  and 
Samoa  either  used  German  money  issued  from  the  Reichsbank  at  home 
or  issued  emergency  paper  money  (notgeldscheine)  without  the  use  of 
specially  issued  coins.  At  the  outbreak  of  World  War  I emergency 
paper  money  was  used  extensively,  especially  in  German  Southwest 
Africa  (all  rare  today)  and  German  East  Africa. 

Thus,  the  German  short-lived  venture  into  overseas  colonialism  is 
reflected  in  numismatic  history. 


THE  NOBLE  COLLECTOR  --  AN  ENDANGERED  SPECIES

We  deplore  the  increasing  commercialism  in  our  hobby.  It  is  now  about 
95%  profit  oriented.  Investors  are  even  "coinnapping"  our  coins  and 
holding  them  for  ransom.  The  hunger  for  profit  ever  intensifies. 

As  recently  as  25  years  ago  collecting  foreign  coins  was  an  intellectual 
hobby.  As  one  "buy"  catalog  then  put  it,  "the  supply  is  rather  large 
and  the  demand  rather  small."  It  was  great  fun  then  to  collect  all 
those  beautiful  fascinating  foreign  coins.  All  we  had  were  Scott  Cata- 
logs and  Wayte  Raymond's  Coins  of  the  World  19th  & 20th  Centuries.  The 
foreign  coin  collector  was  regarded  as  a sort  of  junk  man  and  made  sport 
of.  Some  humorist  described  crown  collectors  as  people  with  poor  eye- 
sight . 

The  noble  collector  who  lived  in  an  intellectual  world  did  not  care. 

He  or  she  just  was  supremely  happy  in  the  endless  thrills  in  a big 
world  of  coins. 

Today  in  1977  the  true  numismatist  has  been  driven  to  the  outlying  pro- 
vince of  numismatics.  This  last  wild  preserve  cannot  be  easily  charted 
or  disciplined,  so  he  or  she  is  still  king  or  queen  in  this  rocky  ter- 
rain, still  free  to  enjoy  collecting  in  the  last  sanctuary. 

Our  Mecca  now  is  the  American  Numismatist  Society  with  the  smaller 
shrines  in  the  N.I.,  O.I.N.  and  a few  others. 

Let  your  whims  guide  you  through  our  wonderful  coins,  medals  and  tokens. 
Buy  what  your  psyche  tells  you  to  (with  a note  of  caution  from  your 
banker).  When  we  read  a good  book,  see  a good  play  or  opera,  we  do  not 
see  the  cost  of  money  spent  with  no  material  profit  gained. 

In  retrospection  we  might  add  that  25  years  ago  the  ratio  of  coin 
prices  to  personal  income  was  generally  much  the  same  as  today.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

Standard.  Catalog  of  World  Coins,  1977  Edition.  C.  L.  Krause  & C.  Mish- 
ler.  Paperback.  1596  p.  Lists:  Denominations,  A. D. -Hegira  dates, 

alphabetical  country  index,  25  numeral  systems,  exchange  rate  and  bul- 
lion rates,  acknowledgements.  Official  price  $19.50. 

The  first  essential  to  a sound  use  of  this  catalog  is  to  study  the  in- 
troduction. A particularly  valuable  addition  for  beginners  is  the 
"Instant  Identifier".  These  are  well  arranged  by  groups,  though  I 
would  like  to  have  seen  Hyderabad  and  Afghanistan  side  by  side,  since 
these  two  are  frequently  mistaken,  whereas  the  contrast  of  proximity 
would  at  once  have  made  the  differences  clear.  Similarly,  the  one 
tugra  alone  for  Turkey  and  Egypt  is  hardly  adequate.  Also,  Hyderabad 
uses  a tugra  on  a good  many  of  its  coins. 

The  list  of  acknowledgements  is  considerably  increased  over  the  1976, 
but  it  would  be  a source  of  greater  confidence  had  one  known  for  sure 
that  specific  countries,  or  areas,  had  been  dealt  with  by  the  various 
individuals  most  knowledgeable.  Perhaps,  however,  all  their  informa- 
tion was  not  accepted. 

The  most  controversial  section  will  be  the  integration  of  NCLT,  or 
collectors'  coins,  into  the  general  catalog  of  each  country.  Thus,  for 
Turkey  the  inclusion  of  all  the  gold  "Monnaie  de  Lure"  of  the  Republic 
gives  a very  unbalanced  picture  of  its  coinage.  In  the  beginning  the 
Republic  followed  the  Ottoman  (+Persian)  tradition.  Such  pieces  were 
truly  "presentation  pieces".  Some  did  find  their  way  into  circulation 
and  were  sold  by  weight,  like  the  Re§adiyes,  in  the  bazaars.  In  the 
50 's,  the  coins  seem  to  have  been  just  "collectors"  pieces.  Then,  to 
find  the  "City  Coinage"  listed  separately  under  NCLT,  I do  find  absurd. 
They  were  presentation  pieces,  of  no  great  interest  to  collectors  at 
the  time,  and  they  did  find  their  way  into  circulation  - not  all,  of 
course  - because  I have  seen  and  handled  them  in  the  bazaars  in  Istan- 
bul. I was  glad  to  see  the  Israeli  pieces  listed  separately.  I used 
to  collect  them  until  the  prices  became  so  outrageous.  Also,  when  I 
tried  to  dispose  of  them  in  1976,  to  one  of  the  biggest  dealers  in  the 
country,  he  would  not  buy  as  he  said  that  the  prices  were  inflated, 
there  was  no  market  for  them. 

At  the  other  extreme  are  the  Austrian  Commemoratives  - which  I collect. 
Judging  by  the  difficulty  I have  had  in  getting  non-proof  pieces,  I 
doubt  if  they  saw  any  circulation.  I certainly  wish  I could  have 
bought  at  the  prices  quoted  - and  I have  been  buying  "cheap"  through  a 
friend.  Prices  of  later  pieces  have  dropped  with  the  devaluation  of 
the  schilling,  but  I have  never  seen  the  earlier  pieces  at  the  prices 
quoted.  I have  no  doubt  others  who  specialize  in  different  areas  may 
have  similar  problems  and  comments. 

I suspect  each  country  has  its  peculiarities.  I know,  for  an  East 
German  friend  told  me,  that  there  they  are  rationed  - 2 commemoratives 
to  a family.  In  Iran,  the  FAO  and  other  such  commemoratives  were  not 
put  into  circulation,  but  were  (are)  obtainable  at  the  banks  for  a 
small  premium  (apart  from  FAO  and  numismatic  sources) . I believe  this 
has  also  been  true  of  Turkish  commemoratives. 
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I must  say  that  I think  separate  listings  of  special  issues,  like  FAO, 
as  well  as  NCLT,  would  be  a convenience  to  most  collectors,  as  well 
as  giving  a more  balanced  view  of  a country's  "practical  coinage". 

I was  startled  to  find  the  new  volume  so  much  less  thick  than  the  old! 
This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  use  of  a thinner,  finer  quality 
of  paper.  As  a result  many  of  the  illustrations  are  clearer  and  much  ( 
improved.  There  is  a minor  disadvantage  in  that  the  pages  tend  to  stick 
(static  electricity)  together. 

The  strictly  alphabetical  list  of  countries,  e.g.  Gwalior  under  "G", 
not  under  India,  is  a much  greater  convenience  to  beginners  in  a new 
field,  or  to  collecting  generally. 

Some  countries,  like  Germany  or  India,  perhaps  take  up  a disproportion- 
ate amount  of  space  for  general  collectors,  because  of  the  number  of 
minor  states  involved.  However,  as  long  as  it  is  possible  to  maintain 
one  volume  - instead  of  having  to  go  to  specific  areas,  as  in  stamps  - 
it  is  a great  advantage  to  most  collectors  and  working  numismatists, 
as  well  as  less  costly. 

The  co-ordinating  editor  and  the  publisher  have  done  a mammoth  job  and 
made  a tremendous  contribution  to  the  whole  field  of  numismatics.  But 
the  list  of  acknowledgements  tells  its  own  story.  Such  a volume  would 
be  impossible  without  the  cooperation  of  many.  Numismatics  has  come 
of  age. 


Apart  from  the  prices  - many  of  which  will  be  a cause  of  controversy  - 
there  are  innumerable  changes  which  one  cannot  list.  Every  collector 
is  recommended  to  study  carefuly  forhis  own  field(s) . 


I also  hope  that  within  the  next  ten  years  a new  catalogue  number 
system  can  be  worked  out.  In  some  countries,  the  numbers  are  confus- 
ing, as  is  the  use  of  several  systems,  K/M, , Cr.,  Y,  etc.

The  Coins  of  South  Africa , Eighth  Edition , by  Dr.  Alec  Kaplan.  80  pp. 
Paper  cover.  8-1/2"  x 6".  Illustrated.  Available  from  Dr.  Stan 
Kaplan,  Box  132,  Germiston  1400,  Republic  of  South  Africa.  $5.00  US 
postpaid  by  surface  mail,  $10.25  US  postpaid  by  airmail. 


This  latest  edition  of  The  Coins  of  South  Africa,  the  only  catalogue 
to  price  the  coins,  as  well  as  patterns  and  banknotes,  of  that  country, 
was  released  March  28,  1977.  The  seventh  edition  was  issued  in  mid- 
1974.  The  banknote  section  (1921-1976)  has  been  completely  rewritten 
and  brought  up  to  date  as  per  the  latest  records  from  the  South  African 
Reserve  Bank  in  Pretoria.  Valuations  for  coins  have  been  drastically 
revised  upward  and,  according  to  the  author,  give  a fair  reflection 
of  the  prices  for  South  African  coins  prevailing  in  that  country  at 
the  moment. 


All  South  African  currency  coins,  starting  with  the  rare  1874  1 Pond 
gold  coin,  are  listed  by  date,  mintage  figures  and  valuations  in  rands 
in  4 conditions  (UNC,  EF,  VF  & F) . Photos  are  given  for  each  type 
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coin.  Most  coins  show  marked  increases  in  valuation  in  UNC,  EF  and  VF. 
For  these  conditions  the  valuations  of  many  coins  of  George  V are 
double  that  given  in  the  last  edition  and  a number  of  coins  of  George 
VI  show  a 50%  increase  in  valuation.  Actually,  quite  a few  George  V 
coins  are  difficult  to  value  in  UNC  condition  as  they  come  on  the  mar- 
ket only  when  an  outstanding  collection  is  put  up  for  sale.  It  would 
be  my  guess  that  many  coins  of  George  VI,  which  are  never  offered  for 
sale  in  UNC  and  are  now  eagerly  sought  by  a number  of  enthusiastic 
collectors,  would  command  a price  much  higher  than  catalogue  value  if 
sold  by  auction.  I do  not  mean  to  discredit  the  valuations  given  by 
Dr.  Kaplan  as  they  are  much  more  realistic  than  in  the  previous  edi- 
tion of  his  catalogue,  but  wish  to  point  out  the  great  scarcity  of 
coins  of  George  V in  UNC,  and  for  a few  even  EF,  that  are  or  will  be 
available  to  collectors.  An  example  is  the  1927  half  crown  (mintage 
193,653)  which  is  listed  at  280,  210,  75  and  10  rands  in  UNC,  EF,  VF 
and  F respectively  in  the  new  edition  of  the  catalogue  and  was  listed 
at  90,  60,  20  and  10  rands  in  the  previous  (1974)  edition  (1  Rand  = 
$1,153  US). 

All  proof  sets  are  listed  with  mintage  figues  and  valued. 

Patterns,  including  those  of  Orange  Free  State,  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
Griguatown,  the  Burgers  series,  the  Suid  Af rikaanasche  Republik  series, 
as  well  as  the  1962-1965  dated  transitional  patterns  and  the  1965 
Select  Committee  patterns,  are  listed  and  valued.  A photo  is  given 
for  each  type  pattern. 

The  designers  of  South  Africa's  coins  and  major  die  varieties  are 
listed  on  one  page. 

Medals  issued  from  1936-1961  are  described  with  mintage  figures  and 
the  various  metals  in  which  they  were  issued  are  listed. 

Of  interest  to  the  banknote  collector  is  the  completely  rewritten  10 
page  section  on  the  banknotes  issued  by  the  South  African  Reserve 
Bank  from  1921  to  date.  A complete  description  of  each  type  note  is 
given,  including  size,  date  on  note,  printer,  color,  signature  and 
reverse  and  obverse  design.  There  are  no  photos.  A valuation  is 
given  for  each  note  in  UNC  condition. 

Dr.  Kaplan  states  that  "the  average  life  of  a banknote  is  between  4 
and  5 months  and  that  every  day  the  Reserve  Bank  cancels  and  destroys 
approximately  5 million  notes  and  issues  new  ones  to  replace  them." 

The  new  31mm  nickel  one  rand  coin  with  serrated  edge,  weighing  12 
grams,  which  will  be  introduced  into  circulation  in  July,  should  cut 
down  on  the  number  of  banknotes  that  are  destroyed  each  day. 

Dr.  Stan  Kaplan,  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Alec  Kaplan,  together  with  his 
wife  Lilian,  who  is  responsible  for  the  banknote  section,  and  their 
son  Michel,  have  produced  a useful  reference  catalogue  on  the  coins, 
notes  and  patterns  of  South  Africa.  It  is  comforting  to  know  that  this 
catalogue  is  a family  project  and  thus  its  future  is  in  good  hands.
